State Department 
diplomat with Chicago 
ties kilied in Afghanistan

Young diplomat Anne Smedinghoff, who was 
killed while delivering textbooks to children 
in Afghanistan on Saturda)^ left behind a long 
trail of people she had impressed with her 
passion, intelligence and poise— abroad and 
in Chicago’s western 
suburbs. 

Secretary of State 
John Kerry, whom 
Smedinghoff, 25, 
shepherded around 
Afghanistan on his 
recent visit, remem- 
bered her as a “self- 
less, idealistic young woman.” Her work 
with Kerry was a prestigious assignment that 
heralded great things for the Fenwick High 
School graduate’s career and future contribu- 
tions to the field of diplomacy 

Her parents grieved for the “beautiful soul” 
they lost. “She was doing what she loved, and 
she was doing great things,” said her father, 
Tom Smedinghoff “We’re just in total shock.” 

The promise shown by Smedinghoff, who 
grew up in River Forest, met an early end 
when she and five other Americans were 
killed in what the State Department said was 
a Taliban terrorist bomb in Zabul province. 
Smedinghoff and the other victims were trav- 
eling in a convoy of vehicles when an impro- 
vised explosive device detonated, according 
to the State Department. 

‘A brave American was determined to 
brighten the light of learning through books 
written in the native tongue of students that 
she had never met, but whom she felt com- 
pelled to help,” Kerry said, according to a 
State Department transcript of his remarks.

“She was met by cowardly terrorists deter- 
mined to bring darkness and death to total 
strangers.” 

By all accounts, Smedinghoff had yet to 
reach her full potential. 

After graduating from Fenwick, Smeding- 
hoff attended Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore. After college, she went directly 
into the U.S. foreign service, according to her 
parents. 

They said she volunteered for the position 
in Afghanistan, where “she particularly en- 
joyed the opportunity to work directly with 
the Afghan people and was always looking for 
opportunities to reach out and help to make 
a difference in the lives of those living in a 
country ravaged by war.” 

Tom Smedinghoff said Kerry called him

tional officials in the region. 


Saturday morning to let him know what hap- 
pened to his daughter. 

“She was one of the people who was helping 
to coordinate his visit. She got to meet him,” 
he said. “He spoke glowingly of the work she’s 
been doing. He spoke very highly of her.” 

Tom Smedinghoff said he knew only a few 
details of the last moments of her life. “She 
was in a convoy ... somebody with a car or a 
truck laden with explosives rammed into her 
vehicle or somebody close and detonated and 


killed everybody,” he said. 

As a diplomat in Afghanistan, she was 
working in the public diplomacy department, 
he said. She focused on helping women and 
working with schools and local businesses. 

“She was living in a compound that was 
heavily fortified, and she was always trying to 
get out and do things for the population,” her 
father said. 

His daughter had a “passion for the work 
she was doing,” he said. “She really felt she was 
making a difference.” 

She came home for a Christmas holiday 
visit, and her father said he last spoke with her 
on Easter Sunday 

“She sounded so upbeat and so positive and 
so excited about all the work she’d been do- 
ing,” he said.

Republican backs 
gay marriage bill

State Rep. Ed Sullivan Jr. of Mundelein said 
Sunday he will support a bill to allow gay 
marriage in Illinois, becoming the second 
House Republican to do so and first among 
leadership. 

Sullivan, who is 
chairman of the 
House Republican 
campaign organiza- 
tion, said his deci- 
sion to back same-sex 
marriage represented 
a personal and family 
evolution on the issue. Previously an opponent 
of civil unions, Sullivan told the Tribune that 
his mother-in-law, who lives in the southwest 
suburbs, has been in a same-sex relationship. 

“The first reaction from people might be, 
‘Well he might be voting for that just because 
of his mother-in-law,’ ” Sullivan said. “The 
reality is, because my mother-in-law is gay I 
have more of an understanding and familiar- 
ity with same-sex couples.” 

A state representative since 2003, Sulli- 
van and state Rep. Ron Sandack of Downers 
Grove are the only House Republicans to pub- 
licly announce their backing of the same-sex 
marriage bill, which already passed the state 
Senate. With House lawmakers returning to 
Springfield on Monday after a two-week break, 
supporters of the measure have said they were

Joined by a number of African-American 
pastors who are opposed to legalizing 
gay marriage in Illinois, Cardinal Francis 
George on Friday spoke out against the 
“redefinition of marriage.” The head of the 
Chicago Catholic archdiocese said legally 
changing the Biblical meaning of marriage 
“will not serve the common good of our 
people and will certainly lose the sense of 
family that is the basis of our understand- 
ing of who we are.” 


within a dozen votes of the 60 needed to pass. 

SuUivan said he believes more Republicans 
among the 47 in the House wiU sign on. 

“There is tremendous momentum leading 
up to this vote. I think we’re very close,” he 
said. “There’s many of my colleagues that have 
talked about this, that have said it’s the right 
thing to do.” 

Same-sex marriage has been controversial 
for Republicans in the state. Illinois GOP 
Chairman Pat Brady urged lawmakers to pass 
the bill, but some social conservatives unsuc- 
cessfully sought his ouster because his position 
conflicted with a plank in the state Republican 
platform opposing same-sex marriage. 

Recently U.S. Sen. Mark Kirk, a Brady sup- 
porter, announced his support for gay mar- 
riage, becoming the second U.S. Senate Re- 
publican to do so.

Throughout her 13-year pro career, Chicago 
Sky star Ruth Riley has been a WNBA all- 
star, a two-time WNBA champion, a WNBA 
finals MVP and a gold medalist at the 2004 
Olympics. 

But she says the most memorable experi- 
ence of her career was winning the NCAA 
tournament as a senior at Notre Dame. Now 
33, Riley spoke with RedEye about the 2001 
national championship game against Pur- 
due, when she scored 28 points, grabbed 13 
rebounds and blocked seven shots. 

How did you deal with the hype of the title 
game? 

I guess I’m the type of player who is a crea- 
ture of habit. So I’m doing the same routine 
that I would do every single game: going to 
shootaround, watching tape, when I would 
eat, when I would sleep, what I would do to 
prepare. Making sure that I have that block 
of time just to do that. And honestly, not 
trying to think about whatever everyone is 
saying. {Laughs.} 

With 5.8 seconds remaining and the game 
tied at 66, Riley stepped to the foul line with 
the title up for grabs. 

I always think it’s funny when people ask 
me, “What were you thinking when you go 
to the free-throw line?” And it’s kind of a silly 
question, because you’re thinking about how

to shoot a free throw You’re thinking, “What 
are my mechanics like?” For me, I always do 
the same thing: dribble three times, spin the 
ball, aim, shoot. You don’t take the time to 
think about the consequences of the shot. 

I think {the free throws] hit every part of 
the rim, but fortunately bounced in, both of 
them. {Laughs.} And then they didn’t call a 
timeout. They advanced the ball. Their best 
player gets a good look at the basket, and I 
just remember seeing the ball go off the rim, 
and at that moment knowing that we won. 

How long did it feel like that last shot was in 
the air? 

Forever. And it looked good too. {Laughs.} 
So it’s just like, “No!” Y)u’re just praying, 
“Please don’t go in.” Afterward you’re cel- 
ebrating in the locker room. You’re laugh- 
ing, you’re hugging, you’re crying. Press 
conferences. Just amazing. You’re so happy 
You don’t even know what you’re saying. 
Y)u’re just talking and you’re excited. Y)u’re 
overcome with a million emotions.

Behind the bars in a 
famed Chicago murder 


On Sept. 25, 1993, 
Robert O’Dubaine 
was gunned down 
in the garage of the 
Bucktown condo 
he shared with his 
girlfriend, Catherine 
Suh. 

Investigation Discovery’s “FBI: Criminal 
Pursuit” takes a looks at the famous Chicago 
murder case at 9 p.m. Monday in an episode 
titled “The Black Widow” 

The series presents the case rather cheesily 
at times through dramatic re-enactments of 
key moments and interviews with real people 
who were involved at the time. It wastes no 
time rightfully demonizing Suh, explaining 
how she sought to live and maintain a lavish 
lifestyle even as she was being pursued by law 
enforcement officials. 

“Some people are cajoled into murders. 
Some people are almost forced into mur- 
ders,” says retired Chicago Police Det. Bill 
Johnston, who worked the case. “I think she’s 
a born murderer.” 

“Criminal Pursuit” begins with the 
O’Dubaine investigation, which led police 
to re-examine the brutal 1987 murder of 
Suh’s mother, who was found dead of 35 stab 
wounds in her Evanston dry-cleaning store. 

Though she was a suspect in that case, 
Catherine was never charged because 
O’Dubaine told police that he was with Suh 
the morning her mother was slain. After her 
mother’s death, Catherine inherited about

After being featured on ‘America’s Most 
Wanted” in January 1996, Catherine turned 
herself in to FBI agents on March 8, 1996, in 
Hawaii, where she had been living under the 
assumed name Tiffani Escada with Kehner 
“Kelly” Beck in an expensive Honolulu condo.
